| read Ben Somers’ letter in a recent BHN with an 
increasing feeling of exasperation. He does concede 
that there is a minor rough element within the younger 
generation, but then apparently excuses this because 
there is a rough element in ‘all age groups’. 

| really can't remember the last time | saw a large and 
intimidating group of senior citizens, or any other age 
group, for that matter, roaming the streets of the village, 
seeking out something new to vandalise or someone to 
offend/ternify.

| believe that everyone has something unique to offer 
to our rich and diverse society, and it is the responsibili- 
ty of all generations to respect the needs and concerns 
of others and to live in harmony. The youth of the village 
certainly have a lot to offer, given the right motive and 
opportunity. 

Talking of which, Ben appeals for more youth facili- 
ties in the village (that cry sounds familiar!). The fact is, 
however, that the village already boasts a tremendous 
amount to suit all tastes - including various sporting 
activities (e.g. badminton, cricket, football, tennis, table 
tennis etc.), guides / scouts, the re-emerging Village 
Hall youth club and yes, the Pickled Parrot. One won- 
ders what else could be provided?

Coventry provided excellent shopping facilities and a 
trip to the cathedral reminded us of the blitz they had 
suffered, but the city seems to have overcome the 
tragedy. Some of the buildings we visited were over 500 
old and it was remarkable that those nearest to the 
cathedral managed to escape the fire. 

Perhaps my biggest insight was in comparative 
prices. Fortunately | have never been one to do the 
weekly chore (it's a woman's privilege and joy!?), but 
Phyllis kept me fully informed of the relative costs of 
items in Coventry and Bar Hill. Not being a shopper, the 
differences in cost of living between the two places did 
somewhat shatter me; regretfully, on present day pen- 
sions it just gives you some idea of the standard of liv- 
ing of Bar Hill folk compared to those of Coventry. 
Something has to be done, and | mean now!!

Nature Reserve 

Hi again, 

Things are really moving now; 
my friend , John, who lives in 
Stetchworth, had tadpoles wrig- 
gling in his garden pond on 7th 

¢ April, and also saw a Swallow 
near Newmarket on the 8th. 

The frogs and toads have both spawned, and the 
newts are in the process of it. | called at the Reserve 
the other night when it was dark, and using a torch, 
searched the pond to see what was present. 

There were Frogs, Toads and Common Newts. As | 
walked around the pond, | could see a large clump of 
spawn moving - on closer inspection, it was surrounded 
by nine newts, all making a feast of it - small wonder so 
much spawn is produced when so many predators 
attack itl. 

There were also Pond Skaters, Water Boatmen, 
Water Measurers (these live at the edge of the pond, 
are about a quarter of an inch long, and walk on the sur- 
face, using their ‘beak’ to stab prey that is below the 
surface), a few different water beeties, and a Caddis Fly 
larva (this insect builds itself a "home" from bits of stick, 
vegetable matter and grains of sand, which it lives in for 
a couple of years before it hatches). 

On a walk around the Reserve on one day in April, 
the following were seen: Goldfinch, Skylark, Wren, 
Yellowhammer, Wood Pigeon, Collared Dove, Great Tit, 
Blue Tit, long-Tailed Tit, Dunnock, Chaffinch, 
Greenfinch, Starling, Blackbird, Redwing, Reed 
Warbler, Linnet, Reed Bunting, Bullfinch, Kingfisher, 
Small Tortoiseshell Butterflies, a Peacock Butterfly, a 
few Bumblebees, the wild Honey Bees in the oak tree 
not bad eh? 

Now comes the serious part (| would actually like not 
to have this section, but ...) it has been brought to my 
attention that some young lads have been seen digging 
at the Badger sett over the past few weeks. | would like 
to think that it's not sinister, but the amount of digging 
and the closeness to the sett suggest otherwise. 
PLEASE STOP - you will only cause trouble for your- 
selves.

Badgers, although relatively com- 
mon, are not often seen. They tend 
to be active between dusk and sun- 
rise when few people are about. 
Setts are generally found in woodland where a network 
of tunnels connects between three and ten entrances. 

Earthworms are the most important food item, but 
small mammals, frogs, snails, insects, fruits, roots and 
nuts are also eaten. A single litter is born in Spring, with 
cubs making their first appearance above ground about 
8 weeks later. Young badgers normally stay with their 
mother for about a year before moving on.
